Ancient 
Origin o f Rings 


Ring s are the o ldest kno wn fo rm o f jew­ 
elry . Ev en befo re the pin used to fasten an 
animal skin abo ut the sho ulders, primitiv e 
man ado rned his hand with ring s. In Biblical 
day s, they serv ed a purpo se — as a sig net o r 
seal sy mbo lizing autho rity . The ring was also 
used as a pledg e fo r the perfo rmance o f a 
pro mise. 


Scripture tells us that when Judith 
array ed herself to meet Ho lo femes she wo re 
rich bracelets, ear-ring s and ring s. The earli­ 
est material used fo r ring s was pure g o ld 
which was usually v ery thin. Ring s were 
wo rn no t o nly o n the hands but also in the 
ears and no strils. Besides g o ld, ring s were 
made o f inferio r metals — bro nze, iro n o r 
silv er. Often, in later y ears, carv ed g ems o r 
intag lio s were used o n the ring s. These sto nes 
were mo st o ften o f lapis lazuli, camelian o r 
emerald, all o f which were easily caned. 


The Etruscans, made perhaps the mo st 
v aluable ring s at their time. They hav e been 
fo und o f ev ery v ariety — with precio us sto nes, 
massiv e g o ld desig ns, o r with eng rav ed sto nes 
o f remarkable beauty . Many were in the fo rm 
o f a kno t o r with the co iled serpent desig n 
that has endured to the present day . 


In Ro man times, the rig ht o f g ranting 
the priv ileg e o f wearing a g o ld ring belo ng ed 
to the empero rs. So ldiers were allo wed g o ld 
ring s, but lo wer ranking citizens had to co n­ 
tent themselv es with iro n ring s. Ho wev er, 
this did no t last to o lo ng , fo r with increasing 
lo v e o f lux ury the Ro mans, like the Greeks, 
beg an to co v er their hands with ring s — so me­ 
times two o r mo re o n a fing er.
